HEARS THE STORY can be 
for wonderinsi why it was that an 
unidentified civil servant in Ottawa caught red-handed 
trying to sell military secrets was never charged and 
that his only punishment was pressure which forced 
him to resign. 

Aecoitling to the Toronto Star, which exposed the 
Incident, it was Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau who. as 
minister of justice in the government of Mr. Lester 
Poai-son. decided it would not be in the public interest 
to prosecute. 

This is not denied. 

But the excuse for the decision fa no explanation 
at all. It does not answer the perfectly reasonable 
question, for example, of why it would not have been 
In the public interest to bring this suspect to trial. Was 
it because it might have embarrassed some member of 
the government? Was it because the man the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police arrested and interrogated 
had influential friends? Those ate suspicions which are 
perfectly natural in the circumstances. 

The refusal of Minister of Justice John Turner to 
disclose the resulis of the investigation because it 
would be improper in the absence of charges may be 
justified. It would certainly be improper to name a 
suspect, and thus brand him with a stigma which 
would last his lifetime, guilty or not. 

But still unanswered is the question why it was 
not in the public interest to lay charges in the first 
place and why, as appears to be the case, he was not 
Immediately dismissed if there was reasonable cause 
to doubt his integrity. 

It may be asked further why Prime Minister 
Trudeau is determined to guard the secret even from 
members of the Privy Council. 

There was small sign of reluctance on the part of 
the government of Mr. Pearson to expose all the 
circumstantial evidence in private files concerning the 
Cerda Munsinger case, no matter how damaging to 
character or where suspicion pointed. Yet In a 
situation where the RCMP believed thev had trapped 
a man who proposed to sell state secrets it is not in the 
public interest to do anything about it except to force 
him to resign. 

Thera is a strange inconsistency here. 

As for the suggestion that prosecution was 
avoided in order to prevent the identification of anti- 
espionage agents—which government sources have 
been careful to refrain from denying—that is plain 
nonsense.

Forward - Looking ? 


I N REGARD to Canadian scientific endeavor. Prime 
Minister Trudeau appears to be not thinking 
along the same lines as some of the government's most 
expert advisers. Perhaps this assessment is wrong. But 
ll is the impression given by the cancellation of the 
Okanagan telescope project and then of the intense 
neutron generator project at Chalk River. Ont, 

Both the National Research Council and the 
Economic Council of Canada in their annual report 
and review respectively have stressed the need of an 
expansion of Canadian industrial research and 
development. Both also, in this connection, have dwelt 
to some extent on the need to entice the best Canadian 
scientific and technological talent tp stay in Canada. 

The NRC, most recently, has said that unless 
challenging opportunities in research are forthcoming. 
*'a large proportion of our ablest graduates can be 
expected to leave the country'- This represents our 
most valuable resources, the one we can least aford to 
lose.” 

The Economic Council. In Its review, maintained 
that the balance of research and development effort 
should be shifted toward the performance of a larger 
share in Industry and the universitites, an excep¬ 
tionally large share now being carried out directly by 
governments and their agencies. It noted however that 
government support might "be required especially for 
the more fundamental types of research because the 
returns here are often far in the future and the 
elements of risk may be very high." This of course fa 
pertinent when the telescooe and intense neutron 
generator projects are considered. 

No less pertiment fa this passage: "Scientific and 
technological work need not always or even most of 
the time be brilliantly original in order to make a 
Useful contribution to the economy. At the same time. 
It is desirable to have a number of areas of scientific 
•nd technological work where the standard achieved fa 
well above the ordinary. First class people doing first- 
class work tend to attract and hold others of the same 
kind, to improve the general intellectual climate, and

Holidays Are Over

If jxm remember, last spring I 
suggested that sane rf tl>e hoos«.-plc«n» 
st»Aikt t»» a sianmtr h-xiilay 

utifrtmry. 

Not the realty dohcate, tropical 
subjects, i>f c-airse — I'lants like the 
African violets and the Kkccintes can't 
take the battering of wind and ruin 
but nv«st at tfie v>thcrs biwiit cnor. 
mvHisly from exposure tu tl» weather 
through die. warm sununer months. 

Some i< them, in fact, never bloom 
very well il they are babied and 
shicWrd and caved up ItkVmts nR jTar 
nwmd. The iJeantK'r. the Christmas 
cactus, the pouisotua. the Jerusalem 
elm}' and the dwarf hiAcepiant rose 
•re ahL-aj-s poor bloomers unless the 
wind and the sun are permitted to 
harden ami tipm their tissue*. 

★ * * 

It is about time now for must of 
these »' be p^'tled up and brought in 
under oner. Not all of them, though — 
tl»e miniature houseplant rose and any 
h\'dranseas Jnlcnded hr indars bkuvn- 
ing shotdd be left ixitikxrs untd a touch 
of frost cause* them to k«e tHnr 
lo.iws. 

These plants need an annual rest, and 
they require exposure *> tiuht frost t > 
induce dormancy, after which they oan 
be potted up and stired. almost but not 
quite bone dry, in a cold place Ax- their 
resting period. 


S-xne of our holidaying hmseplants 
h-Hi their pots sunk in die gmund up t > 
their rims, and these should be re pc nod 
into freA soai. 

After knocking the plant out ef its 
pot —1 explained in an wiier column 
h*v this operation b |XT<ormed - 
scratch away scene of tfie old su*i with 
a kitctvn txk. and tease free same of 
tfie rot ixids so they KOI push outward 
into the r»^v soiL 

If the roots are curled into a tight 
ball, it is a pretty sure sign the plant 
needs • larger pat. 


In cases where the plants had been 
unfitted and planted directly into the 
ground, the roots may need to be 
trimmed back a bit wilh a pair of 
sevssurs. Always remember that It is 
much better to cut back the roots than 
*' bond them or double them back » 
make ahem St into a pot. 

In selecting a suitable pot. I bate 
become a great believer in choosing one 
which appears to be just a trifle tw 
small Ac the plant. When small plants 
are planted in big po*s, the outer soil in 
the put is unoccupied and unused, and 
under constant indoor watermc. tfus 
mass of unused soil tends to become 
eour and stagnant, and the plant's 
heaUh suffers accordingl>'; this is a 
very c.wnmcm cause of hxtsepl.trt 
disorders. 


In a smalier poi. all Hie sol! ts 
occupied and m active use; you may 
true to water mw frequently, but the 
plants ara lteahhkr and bloom more 

freely. 

Before nphog, old used pots 
should be scrubbed thoroughly in hot, 
soapy water, and I dunk it pay* to add 
a htt!e houschoM <hsmfe>e«ant to the 
water t> kill off any miulds or disease 
spores. White scum on tha outer wals 
of earthenware pots can be removed by 
scrubbing with newt Javex bleach. 

It is a jyxxl idea, when potting, lo 
put about an inch of clean. smaB gtwsxd 
in the brawn of each pot. Not that 
gravel as such has any magical 
pc verucs contributing In plant growth 
- - lots of gardeners use hits of smashed 
flower pi'ts Instead. u 


A layer of anything contributes In 
better drainage, and Is pad insurance 
against the mast cvmmon esus* of 
houscplMit failure — oier.wah'ring. 

If you have ocoasawi b> buy new 
floiwr prs. 1 woukl like A> got in a plug 
for the Tlacet pots made of styTcfoam. 
These are cleaner than clay p'ts. 
stronger than ordinary plastic, as light 
as a b'ather and with thickish wwlts 
lh.it alw-ay'S feet warm M the touch. 

My plants seem to like them. I tWnk 
pcrh:q»s because styro* am is a gad 
insulator and the plant roots enjoy an 
almost onsiaot tempernture.

mobile he'll ever want to li* 
down in front of.“ 

This remark has led many* 
Americans to believe that if 
Mr. Wallace is elected he will 
call his admirustrataxi the 
"Hit-and-Run Society.** 

It's interesting to note that 
neither Vioe -Pro’sklent 


ment %> those of us who are 
concerned with tha issue of 
"law and order.** 

The Nixon peopla have 
hinted Hat running over an¬ 
arch, sts is a local matter and 
should be decided by the 
people *n each . roxnmvsuty. 
The Hunirfrey people, on the 
other hand, feel the federal 
government should decide who 
shoukl and should not be run 
over by the president of the 
United States.

A Nation of Cynics 


In one of ha most famous 
epigrams. Oscar Wikle de¬ 
fined a cjtiic as "a man who 
knows the price of everything 
and the value of nothing.’* 

In one respect, we s*vm to 
be becoming a nation of 
cynics -in that v\* increasing¬ 
ly tend to judge die value of 
everything by its price. 

Last week I was lunching 
with a friciwi vvlai Is a witVrty 
krowTi novelist. He toki* me 
that he had tux.ime exhausted 
on the lecture circuit an»l 
Ax-kled to d-tuble his Res in 
order to cut d*wn on the 
number of grv'ups that could 
afforot to hire him. 


"You know what hap¬ 
pened?" he asked, "I got 
twice as many requests for 
lectures. When these groups 
learned I w*s twice as 
expensive. IhoJ wanted me 
twice as much, because “they 
thought I wns twice as good. 
What can >t>u do with that 
kind of thinking?" 

Of course, with many pro¬ 
ducts there is a direct ratio 
between price and value. I 
h*v* never bought a "ctieap” 
suit of clothes that looked as 


goal, or felt as good, as an 
expensive suit. But this is by 
l» means true of aB products. 

I know am people who 
started a cosmetics company 
yean ago. putting out an 
exceflent cold cream In a 
small plain jar for * dime. 
They lost a great deal of 
money until a “packaging 
expert" designed a fancy jar 
for them, and increased tlie 
price to SI.50 for the same 
•mount of cream. The women 
were suvxt bisaung d.wvn the 
ikxirs to buy tlus •'exclusive'* 
formula. 

Of course, in one sense, any 
commodity is "worth" what 
people are willing to pay k* 
it. There is a psychological at 
well as a merely economic, 
factor in alt buying. 

* * * 

The outrageous scalping of 
IhMlre tickets to Broadway 
hits has less so do with the 
intrinsic value of the play 
than with ®w vanity of having 
seen k before others have. 

But when price becomes so 
divorced from value, there is 
then a great temptation so 
•rows the superficial aspects 
id a product and to sacrifice 
the Inherent vahx. __ 


If jwu can soli the package, 
there is little pomt in >m- 
jroving die product: If you 
can appeal to snobber y , there 
is little point in appealing so 
sense.

And I suspect that much rf 
the recent popularity of tha 
smaB foreign sports cars is 
due to the tact that they 
combine snobbery and srnse - 
they' are huh chte and 
eemomical. 

When enough pe'tole own 
them, hoyA-er. and their snob 
appeal has dunintshed. I 
doubt tiiat they will be able to 
compete.

Boil all drinking water taken from 
Shawnigan Lake, the provincial direc¬ 
tor of public health has warned. 

"Some people already sensibly boil 
their drinking water, others do not. 
All I can say is that I would not drink 
a drop unless it had been boiled or 
treated in some other way first." Wil¬ 
liam Bailey told the Victoria branch 
of the Canadian Mechanical Contrac¬ 
tor’s Association.
